On the other hand, oui 
regular Quarter Sessions Grand Juries work on everj 
kind of criminal evidence and judging from the number of 
trivial cases they return to the Court it is only fair to saj 
that they have a high sense of duty to Justice in smal

In doing this you get the exact differ- 
ence In your trips, and a corresponding 
difference should be allowed wfieu cut- 
ting the skirt. 


Now measure the length of the front 


pattern. If too long lay a tuck about 
ton Inches from tbe bottom, and do 
Ms on all gores. Out tbe smaller gore 
first; that is, the one that goes over the 
smaller hip, and tben Insert a piece of 
paper to make up the difference in the 
other hip. On no account should one 
illow the extra Inch or two at th« 
Bottom, as it gives tbe skirt a drawn 
oolt and makes it gtaud out on that 
side.

of leftover fats anil greases, and sue 
kept the kitchen supplied with a useful 
grade of homemade soup.

Here's tue way she did it: 
She saved all of the drippings not 


useful for cooking and kept them iu a 
large earthenware crook, and at the 
end of each month she made them into 
soap. 
v 


First she put till the fat iu'to a large 


kettle on (lie back of the stove, and 
when it was all melted she cut up a 
large raw potato and. dropped it in to 
purify it. Then she let the fat cook 


I slowly until till tbe water was evap- 


orated or until it stopped sputtering. 
When the fat was pure she strained it 
through several thicknesses of cheese- 
cloth, or if stie wanted it whiter she 
strained it. through charcoal or clay. 


She made a soila solution of oue 


pound of pure caustic soda dissolved m 
live pints uf water and mixed in four- 
teen ounces of this solution to each 
pound uf (nu-e warm fat, and she stir- 
red the mass until smooth. Tben she 


_ poured the mixture into pans or boxes 
| liiifd with greased paper and put it 


away in a dry place to harden until 
needed.

pattern. If too long lay a tuck about 
ton Inches from tbe bottom, and do

other hip. On no account should one

She saved all of the drippings not 


useful for cooking and kept them iu a 
large earthenware crook, and at the 
end of each month she made them into 
soap.

First she put till the fat iu'to a large 


kettle on (lie back of the stove, and 
when it was all melted she cut up a 
large raw potato and. dropped it in to 
purify it. Then she let the fat cook 


I slowly until till tbe water was evap- 


orated or until it stopped sputtering. 
When the fat was pure she strained it 
through several thicknesses of cheese- 
cloth, or if stie wanted it whiter she 
strained it. through charcoal or clay. 


She made a soila solution of oue 


pound of pure caustic soda dissolved m 
live pints uf water and mixed in four- 
teen ounces of this solution to each 
pound uf (nu-e warm fat, and she stir- 
red the mass until smooth. Tben she 


_ poured the mixture into pans or boxes 
| liiifd with greased paper and put it 


away in a dry place to harden until 
needed.
